they  built  liberty  Church,  xhe  Uet  odists  not  wishing  to  be 
outdone  also  built  a  new  church.  This  church  was  built  in  1656 
and  was  also  dedicated  new  3alem  but  it  is  never  called  by  that 
name .

3iple  and  Oscar  .Butcher,  trustees,  in  consideration 
of  the  sum  of  $50.  cash,  a  tract  of  laud  in  Greenbank  in  Pocehonta 
county.  That  they  shall  erect  thereon  a  place  of  worship  for  the 
a.  Church  in  the  u.  3. A.  On  Hov.  29,  185C  the  heirs  of 
uanes  booidell  rilled  to  the  same  trustees  an  additional  strip 
of  land  beginning  at  the  corner  of  Academy  lot,  to  be  used  as 
an  addition  to  the  church  lot. 

This  church  was  built  across  the  road  from  the  old  log 
church.
